will be one of the 
real contenders for 
the vacant post of 
Socceroo coach. 

His application is in, 
and he will be pressing 
for selection ahead of 
local identities, Eddie 
Thomson and Berti 
Mariani. 

But Boccatto is just 
one of the overseas 
hopefuls. 

Included also is 
cagey former Mel- 
bourne City JUST 
coach and Yugoslav 
idol Drago Sekularac, 
currently at Red Star. 

Also pressing for 
selection is John Ads- 
head, the ex-New Zea- 
land coach who has 
twice had the drop on 
Australia, with more 
aspirants to come. 

Turning to Boccat- 
to, 35, he is a physical 
education graduate 
from the Guarulhos 
Physical Education 
and Sportive Techn’ 
ques Integrated Uni- 
versity in Brazil. 

He obtained his 
coaching qualifications 
under Rubens Minelli 
and Carlos Alberto 
Silva, both Brazilian 
coaches, and Ladislav 
Kubala, the former 
national coach of 
Sp: 

Boccatto is currently 
the prefectural head 
coach of the Kagawa 
Soccer Federation in 
Japan, a position he 
has held since 1988. 

He has worked in 
Brazil, Mexico, Saudi 
Arabia and Japan. 

His contract in the 
latter nation is about 
to expire, hence his in- 
terest in the Socceroo 
position. 

Boccatto, who 
speaks Spanish, Eng- 
lish and Japanese in 
addition to his native 
Portuguese, played for 
four Brazilian clubs. 

They were As de 
Ouro FC (Amateur 
League), XXV de 
Agosto FC (Third Di- 
vision), National AC 
(Special League) and 
Ponta Grossense (First 
Division). 

He was assistant 
coach at first division 
club Sao Paulo FC and 
the head youth team 
coach of the Sao Paulo 
City Prefecture in the 
late 1970s and early 
1980s, before moving 
to Union Deportive de 
Curtidores i

Speaking from 
Takamatsu in Japan by 
telephone, Boccatto 
told me of his soccer 
philosophy and his 
aspirations for the Soc- 
ceroos. 

“T like beautiful soc- 
cer and, for me, 
beautiful soccer is 
technical soccer,” Boc- 
catto said. — 

“But, if you play 
very beautiful soccer 
and don’t win, that is 
no good. 

“*Modern soccer 
needs to be beautiful, 
technical soccer, but it 
also needs to be com- 
petitive soccer.

“Brazil's team in 
Spain in 1982 played 
beautiful soccer, but 
not competitive soc- 
cer, and they didn't 
win when it counted. 


“They put on a good 
show and the fans were 
happy because of the 
good play and beauti- 
ful passing, but they 
didn’t win in the end, 


“Now days, a team 
needs a mixture, 
technical soccer com- 
bined with speed and 
the ability to mark the 
opposition, and that 
does not mean an over 
emphasis on defensive 
tactics.” 


Boccatto said he was 
an advocate of ‘total 
football’, in which 
players had great 
technical ability and 
were prepared to re- 
main mobile and sup- 
port team-mates all 
over the field instead 
of sticking to their 
traditional positions 
and roles. wy 

This is the type of 
soccer that Brazil was. 
now playing and it was 
evident that strikers 
such as Careca were 
now willing to accept 
defensive responsibili- 
ties when the team lost 
the ball. 

Boccatto, who has 
only watched the Soc- 
ceroos on television, 
said that Australian 
players seemed to have 
the best attributes of 
British and European 
players, especially 
speed. 

“If this speed can be 
allied with technique, 
there is no reason why 
Australia can’t play 


what I call modern ~ 


competitive 
Boccatto said. 

“The problem in 
having players who 
only have technique is 
that you have to 
change their mentality, 
so that they are willing 
to do the other neces- 
sary things. y 

“There is no real 
problem, it seems to 
me, with Australian, 
players because. they 
already have the right 
mentality. 

“Their coach needs 
to work on their tech- 
nique and that needs 
to be done day after 
day, every day.” 

Boccatto said that 
his coaching philoso- 
phy was based on win- 
ning and that was the 
first value he instilled 
into any team he 
coached. 

Teaching technique 
was easy, but instilling 
a Winning mentality 
was more difficult, he 
said. 

The world was full 
of nice players who 
had never won any- 
thing, and Brazil, in 
particular, had many 
examples of such 
players. 

Tt was important for 
a team to have a col- 
lective winning 
mentality, Boccatto 
said. 

If he did succeed in 
gaining the Socceroo 
position, Boccatto said 
he would try and adapt 
Brazilian methods to 
Australian conditions 
and he was confident 
that, given the Austra- 
lians’ natural qualities, 
he could make the Soc- 
ceroos successful.

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DENIS Law, 49, the 
former Manchest 
United and Scotland 
star, has been de- 
scribed as the 
quintessential Scot. 

After meeting the 
man, who is Danny 
Kaye's look-alike, I can 
vouch for the accuracy 
of that description, 

Looking healthy and 
relaxed, and as lean as 
in his playing days, Law 
displayed an infectious 
sense of humour com- 
bined with a deep know- 
ledge of the game. 

Shrewdness and com- 
mon sense were also 
evident, 

Law had obviously 
known when to quit as a 
player — while he was 
still on top. 

He was very reticent 
in regard to Manchester 
United's current plight 
and the prospects of the 
club's manager, Alex 
Ferguson. 

Law was canny, play- 
ed his cards close to his 
chest, and was only too 
ready to admit he didn't 
have all the answers. 

Tact is definitely one 
of his virtues. 

It was quite awe-in- 
spiring to stand next to 
the blond bombshell 
who had terrorised de- 
fences for something 
like 15 years, and whose 
parting salute was the 
goal for Manchester 
City that sent Manches- 
ter United down to the 
Second Division. 

Law won 55 in- 
ternational caps for 
Scotland, the last com- 
ing in 1974 against Zaire 
at the World Cup finals 
in West Germany. 

He began his career 
with Huddersfield 
Town, moved to Man- 
chester City, then to 
Torino in Italy, where 
he barely lasted a 
season. 

Law loved the train- 
ing in Italy, but he 
couldn't tolerate the 
stifling tactics in the 
actual games. 

In July, 1962, Sir 
Matt Busby brought 
him to Manchester 
United for a fee of 
$235,000. 

It was at United that 
Law became one of the 
most renowned players 
in the world, and one of 
the most feared strikers. 

He was said to have 
the reflexes of a mon- 
goose, the ability to 
strike like a cobra, and 
his uncanny ability to 
adjust before striking 
the ball gave, him goals 
galore. 

In marvellous 
television history of 
Scottish football, enti- 
tled “Only A Game?”, 
William Mcllvanney 
says of him: “He was 
like a good hit man. 

“He could wait for as 
long as it took for his 
moment to arrive. 

“He had vision, he 


{ had the ability to time 


his running perfectly, 
and he knew where to 
be when the play was 
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Denis Law on his recent visit to Australia. 


away from him. 

“Denis Law said his 
game depended on his 
ability to live off scraps, 
but from such scraps he 
provided a feast of goals 
for his fans.”" 

The football corres- 
pondent for The Obser- 
ver, Hugh Mcllvanney, 
described Law thus: 
“You'd see five boots 
flailing at the ball and 
then that blond head 
would come in and that 
would be it.” 

Bill Shankly, one of 
the greatest names in 
the game, described the 
15-year-old Law as 

like a little whip- 
pet, and when he got 
the hare he shook it as 
well, and that’s how he 
played football. 

“He played to win, he 
had eyes in the back of 
his head. He had guts, 
ability and determina- 
tion. He had the lot.” 

Tremendous praise 
from one of the shrew- 
dest judges of players. 

Jimmy Murphy, Bus- 
by’s assistant at United, 
had supreme confidence 
in Law as a goalscorer. 

“If you had to send a 
man out to score a goal 
to save your life, there's 
only one man you'd sent 
out. 

@*You'd send the Law 
man”, he is reported to 
have said. 

Given these acco- 
lades, I was 
tremendously impressed 
by Law’s humility and 
unpretentiousness. 

He is involved in the 
game these days as a 
television and radio 
commentator and would 
not go to games other- 
wise, having been away 
from home so often dur- 
ing his playing days. 

Public relations work 
for various companies in 
Manchester also keeps 
him very busy. 

“To be perfectly hon- 
est, if I'm not involved 
in Some capacity, I quite 
‘enjoy spending my 
‘spare time at home,” 
Law said. 

“When I played, we 
were away quite a lot 
and you miss a great 
deal. I don't think foot- 
ball today is as good as 
it was in our days and, 


therefore, if I'm not 
working, there's not a 
great deal to pull me out 
to watch a game.” 


Advice 


Law's message to 
young Australian play- 
ers aspiring to reach the 
top was to work ex- 
tremely hard, even if 
they were very talented. 

“You've got to 
‘appreciate the talent 
‘you've got, but there's 
‘still a lot of hard work 
that needs to be done. If 
a player is prepared to 
work hard, the rewards 
are there,” Law said. 

The highlights of 
‘Law's career were play- 
ing with the talented 
Manchester United 
team of the 1960s and 
representing his coun- 
try, while his biggest di- 
sappointment was mis- 
sing the 1968 European 
Cup final win over 
Benfica. 

He was in hospital at 
the time after a cartilage 
‘operation. 


iIt was a bitter blow 
for Law, the European 
Footballer of the Year 
in"1964, because the win 
was the culmination of 
Busby’s dream, which 
had been shattered in 
1958 when half his team 
died in the Munich air 
crash. 

Asked to name the 
best goal he had ever 
scored, Law replied 
with a cheeky smile: 
“There's no danger in 
that — any goal I scored 
against England”. 
‘Law rated Bryan 
Robson and John 
Barnes as the best play- 
ers in Britain at the mo- 
ment and lamented the 
dearth of world-class 
players in the country. 

He believes that one 
of four teams — Italy, 
Argentina, Brazil and 
Holland — will win this 
year’s World Cup, while, 
‘Scotland will progress to 
the second phase of the 
tournament but no 
further.

In regard to Manches- 
ter United’s predica- 
ment — the club recent- 
ly ended its worst league 
run in 59 years — Law 
was reluctant to offer 
any solutions.

As to the possibility 
of him pursuing a career 
in coaching or manage- 
ment, Law's reply was 
an emphatic, “No thank 
you”. 

Law finished his 
career with Manchester 
City and it was his goal 
that sent United into the 
Second Division.

yas, he is * 
unlikely to have had any 
sleepless nights about 
that goal. 

He had-a job to do, 
and he did it. 

A story involving

After playing 
together for Scotiand, 
Bremner thought their 
friendship had been 
cemented, but in a 
Leeds versus Manches- 
ter United match soon 
after, Bremner was on 
the receiving end of a 
very tough tackle by.

Bremner could not 
believe the ferocity of 
the charge and re- 
minded Law of their 
comradeship. 

Law's answer was 
simple: and to the point: 
‘We're not friends on 
the park, son. The only 
friends I've got are 
these in the red shirts."

DRAWING a line 
through the NSL’s 
most successsful 
teams of recent 
times, it is clear that 
the common key is 
consistency and 
stability on and off 
the field. 

Inconsistent Preston 
boasts neither quality, 
and significantly the 
Connor Reserve club is 
set to embark on yet 
another buying and sell- 
ing spree despite an 
already remarkable 
turnover of players in 
recent years. 

Preston, one of the 
NSL's most spectacular 
non-performers of re- 
cent seasons, is back in 
the headlines and the 
news will not shock the 
ever-growing band of 
ex-players and coaches 
of the club who have 
been cleared in similar 
circumstances. 

Resigned to missing 
the finals in 1990, Pre- 
ston’s committee last 
week announced that it 
is ready to put up all its 
players for release 
following another disap- 
pointing NSL campaign 

First cabs off the rank 
were proven goalscorer 
Steve ‘Smudger’ Smith 
and recently signed mid- 
fielder Martin Woodall, 
who had rejoined after a 
spell with State League 
Northcote City. 

Smith and Woodall 
were sold in a $16,000 
package deal to current 
State League outfit 
Brunswick Juventus, 
although Woodall’s 
move might be blocked 
by the VSF’s single 
transfer per season 
ruling. 


“Now the year is over 
for us we are open to 
offers for all our play- 
ers,” declared secretary 
Alex Andonovski last 
week. 

The over-reaction to 
on-field failure which 
has become synony- 
mous with Preston in re- 
cent seasons is set to 
rear its head again. 

The likelihood is that 
no player is safe — nor 
is coach Ljube Jancev.

LES Bee, 40, Tasmania’s new full-time Di- 
rector of Coaching, is full of enthusiasm ab-

cates he should be able to improve the stan- 
dard of coaching in the State. 


A_former policeman 
in England, and a one- 
time physical education 
teacher in a tough Brit- 
ish school. Bee is used 
to difficult assignments. 

His earnest. sincere 
manner of speaking. 
combined with his ob- 
vious knowledge of the 
game, should bring ab- 
Out positive changes to 
the local set-up. 

In the ACT. where he 
was state director for 
five years. Bee estab- 
lished a soccer academy 
or school of excellence 
for 14, 15 and 16 year 
olds. 

The four-year pro- 
gramme was remark- 
ably successful in de- 
veloping players — 
from the first intake of 
32 players, 12 went on 
to play in the National 
League. 

Bee then spent four 
years in Northern New 
South Wales. assisting 
coaching director Ken 
Kaiser as the country 
co-ordinator and then 
handling the Northern 
Branch for the NSW 
Amateur Soccer 
Federation. 

His reason for coming 
to Tasmania was 
twofold, 

“1 wanted to get back 
into the game full-time. 
and I felt there was a lot 
of potential here. both 
in terms of numbers, 
and in terms of the 
assistance the Depart 
ment of Sport and Ri 
creation was willing to 
give.” Bee suid. 


“I'm excited about 
the way Sport and Re- 
creation are going about 
things. 

“They. seem well- 
organized and I'm look- 
ing forward to attacking 
areas of youth develop- 
ment and setting up my 
own programme. 

Bee hopes to service 
the 11. 12, 13 and 14 
year olds in Tasmania 
initially. because the 
transition from primary 
school to club soccer is a 
problem area with a 
high drop-out rate. 

He also intends to 
push the development 
of individual techniques 
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and skills of the game. 

He is an advocate of 
the problem solving 
method in youth 
coaching. where players 
are encouraged to find 
their own solutions to 
problems they encoun- 
ter in the game. 

“I don't really believe 
in force feeding people 
and thrusting solutions 
down people's throa 
Bee explained. 

“If the players can't 
find a solution to a 
problem. that’s when 
the coach steps in with 
advice.” 

Later. Bee hopes to 
work with 17 and 18 
years olds and he would 
like to present a pro- 
gramme to the Tasma- 
nian Institute of Sport. 
with a view to that in- 
stitution supporting a 
squad of players. 

The ultimate aim is to 
educate players into 
seeing there isn't just 
one way of playing the 
game. but many diffe- 
Tent ways. 

“Eventually, we want 
10 be able to tell players 
t0 go out and pick their 
coach instead of letti 
coaches pick them 
Bee said. 


‘Hopefully. the play- 
ers will become it little 
more selective and 
knowledgeable about 
the ume and they 
might even then become 
better coaches than 
we ve got now 

Bee believes that old- 
er players have much to 
offer the game, and that 
they should be encour: 
aged (0 continue plaving 
for as long as possible as 
their experience on the 
field was of tremendous 
benefit to young 
players. 

“The one regret 1 
have about the game is 
that, maybe. my oppor 
tunities came two or 
three years too eurly 
and I felt that as a state 
director I had to stop 
playing to concentrate 
on my coaching career.”

IN PRISON 


TWO Feyenoord 
fans were sent- 
enced to jail terms 
of 10 and seven 
months for hurling 
explosive devices 
into a group of ri- 
val spectators. 

The two fans, aged 
18 and 19, were also 
ordered to pay up to 
$1000 ‘compensation to 
15 -people injured in 
the blast. 

The sentences were 
among the heaviest 
ever meted out to soc- 
cer hooligans in Hol- 
land as Dutch courts 
rarely sentence young 
offenders to more than 
a year in jail, while 
compensation claims 
are minimal compared 
to some other coun- 
tries
